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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-20 are pending and examined on merits. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 7-29-2002 contains two Japanese 
patents and two publications in Japanese. Only abstracts of the patents are considered 
because the full patents do have English translations. As for the two publications in 
Japanese (IDS #1 , and 4), they are considered to the extent described in the translated 
version of ISR and Written Opinion since translation was provided for the publications. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-5, 7-9, 11-15, and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by JP 1-256351 (I989, IDS). 

The claims are interpreted as drawn to composition suitable for oral 
administration comprising sericin derived from silkworm cocoons or raw silk. 

JP 1-256351 teaches composition suitable for oral administration comprising 
sericin derived from silkworm cocoons or raw silk. See the English abstract. The 
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intended use is not given patentable weight for purposes of comparing the claims with 
the prior art. The claims read on the composition perse, whose main ingredient is 
sericin from silkworm cocoons or thread. JP 1-256351 thus anticipates the instantly 
claimed invention. 

Claims 1-5, 7-9, 11-15, and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by US Pat. 6,165,982 (filing date 1997). 

The claims are interpreted as drawn to composition suitable for oral 
administration comprising sericin derived from silkworm cocoons or raw silk. 

US Pat. 6,165,982 teaches composition suitable for oral administration 
comprising sericin derived from silkworm cocoons or raw silk. See columns 4-6, and 
claims 4-15. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6, 10, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over either JP 1-256351 or US Pat. 6,165,982 as applied to claims 1 , 3, 6, 
and 9 above, and further in view of either Vargas et al (1992, Cancer, vol. 70, 5 Suppl, 
pages 1229-35 Abstract only) or Alberts et al (1997, Cancer Epidemiol Biomarkers 
Prev. vol. 6, pages 161-9). 

The claims are interpreted as composition comprising sericin and mineral mix. 
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Either Vargas et al or Alberts et al teach that mineral mix might be helpful in 
reducing colon cancer risk. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the claimed invention was made to add mineral mix to 
dietary supplement to reduce colon cancer risk with reasonable expectation of success. 

Double Patenting 

Claim 20 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 1 1 . When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k).
